e Prohibit restaurant general and cocktail lounges

Automotive Repair Services, Bail Bond Services, Exterminating Services, Guidance
Services, Outdoor Entertainment, Telecommunication Tower, Automotive Sales,
Counseling Services, Funeral Services, Liquor Sales, Pawn Shop Services, Restaurant
(Drive-in), Automotive Washing, Drop-Off Recycling Collection Facility, Financial
Services, Loca Utility Services, Residential Treatment, Service Station, and any use
requiring an outdoor music permit.
